A call about a suspi¬ 
cious vehicle led to four 
arrests and police find¬ 
ing a meth lab directly 
across from the Clay City 
Elementary School last 
Wednesday night and 
early Thursday morning. 
The finding of small meth 
labs are becoming more 
and more of a frequent 
occurrence. To find one 
that close to a school is 
quite worrisome. 

Powell County Deputy 
Derek Townsend respond¬ 
ed to a call about a sus¬ 
picious vehicle that had 
pulled into a location on 
Virden Ridge just before 
9:30 p.m. last Wednesday. 
Upon arriving, he found 
three men and a woman 
in the vehicle. Clay City 
Police Chief Shannon 
Taylor also responded 
to the area and after 
being given permission 


by the driver, Zackary T. 
Bradshaw, they searched 
the car. 

Officers found a baby 
bag that had a syringe, a 
marijuana cigarette and 
a small plastic wrapper 
with what appeared to 
be methamphetamine 
inside the bag. Bradshaw, 
according to the report, 
admitted that the bag 
was his for his 8 month 
old son. Police say that 
the syringe was lying on 
top of the infants clothing 
and the marijuana and 
methamphetamine were 
located in a cigarette pack 
beside the syringe. 

The child was in the 
car according to Powell 
County Sheriff Danny 
Rogers. 

Officers also found more 
meth near the front tires 
of the vehicle. Deputy 
Townsend believed that 
the subjects in the car 
threw it out in an attempt 
to get rid of it as officers 
arrived. 


The other three in the 
car were found to have 
outstanding warrants 
on them. Police arrested 
Felicia Smith, 20, Clay 
City on a bench war¬ 
rant for non-payment of 
fines. They also arrested 
Steven A. Jefferson, 29, of 
Stanton, on a warrant for 
non-payment of fines and 
Gary B. Thompson, 28, of 
Clay City, was arrested 
on a Montgomery County 
warrant for failure to 
appear. 

Meanwhile police say 
that conversations at the 
scene with Bradshaw led 
them to his residence on 
Main Street in Clay City 
across from the elemen¬ 
tary school. As more offi¬ 
cers from Stanton, Clay 
City and the state police 
arrived they found a 
woman there with two 
small children. She was

School safety a top priority 

LocaC district reviewing j)Cans after Connecticut tragedy

School safety has been on every¬ 
body’s mind since the tragic school 
shooting back on Dec. 14 in Newtown, 
Connecticut. A gunman forced his way 
into an elementary school there killing 
20 students and six adults before tak¬ 
ing his own life. Despite police response 
time being quick, the end result of the 
shooting was horrific. 

It was a situation that horrifies every 
parent and educator. How do you keep 
the children safe at school? The Powell 
County School Board and superinten¬ 
dent Mike Tate are looking into the local 
schools security to see where they can 
improve it. 

Every school system across the nation 
is doing the same thing. 

“We all know that it will never be 100 
percent, but with that said that doesn’t 
mean we can’t keep trying,” Tate said in 
an interview last week about the safety 
issue. “We are reviewing all of our cur¬ 
rent protocols and looking at areas we 
need to continue to work on.” 

Tate knows that in a system with over 
2,400 students, situations can arise and 
the leadership of the district needs to 
try to stay on top of the issues. 

“When something like this happens 
we need to understand we have to be 
proactive and see to it that we make any 
changes needed to increase the safety in 
our schools,” Tate said. “We also need to 
look at what happened there, where the 
shooter got into a school and review our 
policies as to what we are to do if, God 
forbid, that ever happens.” 

Tate stated that he will be sitting 


down with the principals and mainte¬ 
nance people, as well as janitorial staffs 
within the next week to see what if any 
ideas each school has for increasing 
the safety of their individual facilities. 
The districts Buildings and Grounds 
Director, Monroe Jones, sent out an 
email to the staffs to have them review 
the current procedures they use to see 
where any work may be needed. That 
included drop-off, visitor check-in pro¬ 
cedures, communication throughout the 
facility and on playgrounds, entrance 
and exiting procedures, more training 
for staff, security at sporting events and 
making sure all doors lock properly. 

“We need to take a look at each school 
and their unique set ups and structure 
to see where we can make changes if 
we need to. We have some doors that do 
not have windows and we need to check 
our protocols on that. Even if we need to 
check every door,” Tate stated. “We have 
always depended on the school safe¬ 
ty audits conducted by the state. But 
maybe we need to also bring in others 
from outside that to take a fresh look at 
our system, maybe they will see some¬ 
thing that they find we need to work on 
as well. If it helps protect our students 
and staff, it’s worth doing it.” 

Tate reiterated his appreciation for 
the support the community and local 
law enforcement have always given the 
district. 

“The community has always been 
helpful and our SRO’s are good at work¬ 
ing with us as are the local law enforce-

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Powell dispatcher on 'unpaid 
leave' after arrest for assault

Being a dispatcher is an important 
job when it comes to helping others and 
saving lives. But one Powell County 
dispatcher is now on unpaid leave after 
being arrested on warrants for criminal 
trespassing second degree and fourth 
degree assault. 

Court records show that Misty N. 
Barroso was arrested at 11:15 p.m. 
on Dec. 29 after a warrant was sworn 
out. The warrant, which is part of the 
court record, stated that Barroso had 
gotten into a physical confrontation 
with a Nancy Wasson. Though details 
are sketchy, the two had apparently 
exchanged words earlier that day and 
Barroso was advised not to come back 
to Wasson's residence. 

The warrant stated that Barroso, 
while in a argument with Wasson, alleg¬ 
edly tried to take the keys out of the 
ignition of Wasson's car and grabbed her 
arm in what was apparently an attempt 
to pull her from the car. 

Wasson was able to leave and get back 
to her home, a short distance from the 
confrontation location where she appar¬ 
ently ran into her home with her 8 year 
old grandchild. The warrant stated she 


was “in fear for her life.” 

Then Barroso and a second person, who 
is not identified in the warrant, alleg¬ 
edly came to Wasson's home and tried 
to get into the residence. Wasson called 
the Powell County Dispatch Center and 
when officers arrived Barroso and the 
second party had left the scene. 

Barroso, 29, of Clay City, has been a 
dispatcher for about six months accord¬ 
ing to 911 Director Cory Graham. A 
background check was run on her and 
her maiden name as well before being 
hired. “It went through the state police 
background check and I believe they 
also did an FBI background check and 
the only thing that came up was a traf¬ 
fic citation,” Graham said. 

“When we heard about the warrant we 
spoke with the county attorney about 
what steps to take and he advised that 
she should be placed on unpaid leave.” 
Graham also said that they would wait 
to see what the outcome of the case was 
in court before making any further deci¬ 
sions. 

Barroso was arrested and lodged in 
the Powell County Detention Center 
under a $2,500 cash bond. Kentucky 
State Police executed the warrant and 
made the arrest.

trial to begin next week 


The trial for a Clay City 
man accused of murder 
and DUI appears to be 
set to begin on Jan. 15. 
The case against Brian 
Epperson was sent to 
mediation last month, 
but sources close to the 
case have indicated that 
no deal could be reached. 
Court records indicate 
that subpoenas are being 
served and the trial is 
ready to go on as sched¬ 


uled. 

Epperson has been 
charged with the 
November 2011 death 
of Donald Tharpe after 
a head-on collision on 
Hardwicks Creek Road. 
Officers and prosecutors 
say that blood test results 
show that Epperson had 
medications in his sys¬ 
tem that were not pre¬ 
scribed to him. 

However, the defense is 


expected to argue that 
the levels of the medica¬ 
tion were not at the point 
that it would have caused 
impairment. 

The trial is expected 
to last about four days. 
Epperson could face up to 
20 years if convicted on 
all of the charges. He also 
faces an assault charge 
due to injuries caused to 
a passenger in Tharpe's 
truck.

later identified as 
Christina Elkins. No 
charges were brought 
against Elkins. 

After being allowed into 
the home as Bradshaw 
gave them consent to 
search, they saw items 
that led them to believe 
that the meth was made 
there. 

A search warrant was 
obtained and police found 
several one step and HLC 
generators, usually plastic 
water or pop bottles that 
are used to help make the 
meth. Officers also found 
several syringes, medica¬ 
tions used in manufac¬ 
turing meth and a lot of 


used “bubble packs” that 
held those types of medi¬ 
cations. 

Officers also found what 
appeared to be sticks 
with some form of resi¬ 
due that may have been 
meth related, scales and 
lithium batteries, which 
are used to help charge 
the generators. 

An ambulance checked 
out the children at the 
scene and cleared them. 
A social service worker 
was called in to take care 
of the children. A state 
police meth lab cleanup 
unit was called in and the 
scene was cleared by 2:30 
a.m. 

Meanwhile, Bradshaw 
now faces a laundry list 


of charges. He has been 
charged with manufactur¬ 
ing methamphetamine, 
possession of marijuana, 
possession of a controlled 
substance first degree 
(methamphetamine), pos¬ 
session of drug parapher¬ 
nalia and endangering 
the welfare of a minor. 

Bradshaw was also 
lodged at the Powell 
County Detention Center. 
His bond has been set at 
$5,000 cash.

ment agencies,” Tate added. “The SRO's 
have wonderful people skills and han¬ 
dle themselves very well. In fact the 
officers who come in for sporting events 
and other events are very professional 
and handle themselves very well.” 

Tate said that the safe school helpline 
that the district agreed to become a part 
of two years ago is one tool that can 
be used to identify problems. Parents, 
students or anyone in the community 
can call the helpline (1-800-418-6423) 
or email the site at www.safeschool- 
helpline.com to let officials know about 
any situation. The schools principals 
and counselors help to 
keep tabs on situations 
in their buildings with 
bullying or potential stu¬ 
dent problems. 

“Each school and their 
leadership have their 
way of monitoring those 
types of situations and 
how to handle that,” Tate 
said. 

But as a whole the 
school system wants to 
try to provide as safe a 


facility as possible. Some have called 
for an officer in every school, but Tate 
said that the discussion across the state 
in the education field has been more 
about checking in and visitor's policies. 
Regardless Tate wants to make sure 
the Powell schools stay on top of the 
issues. 

“We are checking into every school 
and reviewing each policy we have and 
protocol we have. We want to make sure 
that the parents feel good about send¬ 
ing their children to school and the kids 
feel good about being safe,” he stated. 
“In fact I want them not to just feel 
good about it but know they are safe.”

Greetings and best 
wishes from Frankfort! I 
am so pleased to have the 
opportunity to serve you 
again. This is the first in 
a series of articles Til be 
sending out letting you 
know what’s going on in 
your state capital. 

The General Assembly 
Session this year starts 
on Tuesday Jan. 8, and 
will last 30 days. The first 
week is traditionally an 
“organizational” week 
in which the Republican 
and Democratic caucuses 
choose their leaders and 
committees are assigned 
to members. 

With an eye to my 
experience, Senate 
Leadership appointed 
me to the Banking and 
Insurance Committee, 
the State and Local 
Government Committee, 
the Transportation 
Committee, and the 
Veterans, Military Affairs, 
and Veterans Committee. 
All these assignments are 
important to our district 
and I am glad to repre¬ 


sent you on these com¬ 
mittees. 

The Governor has real¬ 
ly pushed his tax reform 
task force which recently 
came out with some rec¬ 
ommendations. I am not 
surprised that their main 
goal was to raise taxes. 
Among their recommen¬ 
dations were raising both 
household and business 
utility rates, raising the 
cigarette tax, and taxing 
retiree pensions. First of 
all, I’m not going to be 
voting to raise anyone’s 
taxes. We don’t need to 
be taking more money 
from the same people. 
More people having jobs 
and paying taxes is cer¬ 
tainly better than less. 
Constitutionally, these 
revenue-raising bills 
must start in the House 
of Representatives. As 
your senator, however, I 
intend to be very aggres¬ 
sive about protecting your 
hard-earned income. 

Another problem facing 
the Commonwealth is the 
Governor’s implementa¬ 
tion of Medicaid man¬ 
aged care which, unfor¬ 
tunately, has been rocky 
from the start. Even this 
early, I have heard many 
complaints about people 
being denied care and 
late payments to doctors, 
pharmacists, and hospi¬ 
tals. Medicaid provides a 
valuable service to over 
800,000 Kentuckians and 
it is a huge cost to the 
state budget. My prior¬ 
ity is to make sure every 
tax dollar used to fund 
Medicaid is used effec¬ 
tively. 

Educating our children 


is another long-held con¬ 
cern for me. Rewarding 
students who push them¬ 
selves to take Advanced 
Placement classes and 
the teachers who teach 
them has been on the 
Senate agenda before 
and is likely to be again. 
I’ve also heard discussed 
an early graduation bill. 
We will also continue to 
monitor the implementa¬ 
tion of a Senate proposal 
(SB 1 - 2009) that makes 
Kentucky a national 
leader using common- 
core standards and fair 
teacher evaluations. I 
will also carefully evalu¬ 
ate any school safety pro¬ 
posals considered during 
the next session. 

There will be plenty of 
other topics, of course. 
Pro-life legislation is 
extremely important as 
we strive to protect the 
unborn, financial trans¬ 
parency of special taxing 
districts, and the impact of 
Obamacare on Kentucky 
(since the Governor has 
already authorized a state 
healthcare exchange) will 
all be addressed in some 
form. 

I hope this provides 
you with a sense of the 
upcoming session. I am 
sure other bills will pop 
up that I have not men¬ 
tioned and I will do my 
best to keep you informed.

Guest Column: One thing we can all 

agree on about the government

We are locked in a seem¬ 
ingly permanent debate 
over the proper size and 
scope of government. It 
was a centerpiece of the 
recent presidential cam¬ 
paign. It features heavily 
in the ongoing maneuver¬ 
ing over the “fiscal cliff” 
and the upcoming vote 
on raising the debt ceil¬ 
ing. And it surfaces regu¬ 
larly in the speeches and 
comments of politicians 
and opinion leaders who 
either take the govern¬ 
ment to task for growing 
too large or argue that 
it needs to play an even 
more active role than it 
does now. 

I don’t expect this argu¬ 
ment to end anytime soon 
— after all, it’s been a 
feature of political life for 
as long as any of us can 
remember. But no matter 
how we view the role of 
government, there’s one 
thing most of us do agree 
on: whatever government 
does, it should do it well. 

Recently, I read a com¬ 
pelling speech by a prom¬ 
inent corporate CEO who 
criticized the federal 
government for creat¬ 
ing an environment of 
uncertainty and stifling 


the engines of market 
growth — and then went 
on to lay out plans for 
economic renewal that all 
involved the government: 
a revamped education 
policy, more investment 
in infrastructure and in 
basic research, changes 
to the tax code to reward 
innovation. His speech 
underscores a basic truth 
about American life: we 
can argue about the fine 
points of its reach, but 
the importance of govern¬ 
ment’s role in our lives is 
inescapable. 

This does not mean that 
government is the answer 
to everything — far from 
it. Nor, however, does the 
anti-government rhetoric 
that so often marks our 
politics show much sign 
of being rooted in reality. 
When we want to build 
roads and bridges, operate 
schools and keep our cit¬ 
ies safe, create conditions 
under which businesses 
can thrive, respond to nat¬ 
ural disasters or attacks 
on our security, we turn 
to government at some 
level. And we expect the 
people who run it — the 
leaders as well as those 
on the front lines — to be 
good at what they do. 

As Alexander Hamilton 
put it, “A government ill- 
executed, whatever may 
be the theory, in prac-

tice is poor government.” 
You don’t want second- 
rate scientists doing can¬ 
cer research, second-rate 
lawyers negotiating arms 
control treaties, second- 
rate bureaucrats helping 
your community recover 
from a hurricane or flood¬ 
ing, second-rate inspec¬ 
tors making sure your 
hamburger is free from 
e. coli, or second-rate air 
traffic controllers guid¬ 
ing your plane through 
crowded airspace. None 
of us wants to live with a 
government that is incom¬ 
petent in the exercise of 
its important functions. 

For this reason, 
Americans are not as 
anti-government in prac¬ 
tice as their “get govern¬ 
ment off our backs” rheto¬ 
ric would often suggest. 
We turn again and again 
to government to solve 
the problems we complain 
about. And however easy 
it might be to rail against 
Washington or against 
“big government,” it’s the 
institutions of govern¬ 
ment you turn to when 
you need them. 

Constructive criticism 
of Congress is always 
appropriate, but the anti¬ 
government language 
that so often gets bandied 
about creates distrust of 
the very institutions we 
rely on to meet the chal¬ 


lenges and solve the prob¬ 
lems that confront us as a 
nation. I sometimes find 
myself wondering how far 
we can erode confidence 
in our officials and our 
government and still have 
a country that works. 

Whatever the particular 
policies of a given admin¬ 
istration, whatever pro¬ 
grams are enacted by the 
Congress, the American 
public is entitled to have 
those policies and pro¬ 
grams administered 
effectively, efficiently and 
competently. This cannot 
be done without skill¬ 
ful civil servants and a 
steady stream of talented 
people who are attracted 
to public service. 

My sense is that the 
public is demanding more 
from government, not in 
size, but in performance. 
Americans want govern¬ 
ment to work better for 
less, and the only way to 
achieve this is for gov¬ 
ernment to become more 
effective and productive 
in dealing with the chal¬ 
lenges before us.

Tips on how to keep weight loss resolution this year

One of the most com¬ 
mon New Year's resolu¬ 
tions we make is to lose 
weight. Eating the cor¬ 
rect portions of nutritious 
foods and engaging in 
physical activity are two 
keys to successful weight 
loss. One way that may 
help you keep your por¬ 
tions under control is to 
be mindful of what you 
eat. 

Mindful eating means 
you eat slowly and enjoy 
your food with all your 
senses. When you re 
more mindful of what 


you eat, you may become 
more aware of when you 
become full, which pre¬ 
vents overeating. 

In our society, every¬ 
thing is rushed, includ¬ 
ing meals. When we eat 
too fast our body doesn't 
have enough time to send 
signals to the brain to tell 
us that we are full. It 
takes 20 minutes for food 
to reach the first part of 
the small intestine after 
its ingested. At this point 
our bodies send the “full” 
signals to the brain to 
stop eating. 

People who eat mind¬ 
lessly are more likely to 
overeat and gain weight. 
They also tend to enjoy 
their food less because 
they don't take time to 
experience its flavors and 
textures. Some exam¬ 
ples of mindless eating 
include those who eat 


because there's food on 
their plates, those who 
eat while working on the 
computer or watching 
television, and those who 
are so hungry at meal¬ 
times that they gobble 
down their food not real¬ 
izing they are full. 

In many countries, 
mindful eating is 
engrained into the cul¬ 
ture. Many Japanese 
practice Hara Hachi 
Bu, which involves eat¬ 
ing only until they are 
80 percent full. This 
requires that they pay 
attention to their body 
and stop eating when 
they are almost full. The 
more food you eat, the 
more your stomach will 
stretch. Stomach stretch¬ 
ing can enlarge the stom¬ 
ach overtime and make 
you less aware of when 
you are actually full. 


Practicing Hara Hachi 
Bu prevents overeating 
and helps them maintain 
a healthy weight. 

In France, many people 
set aside two hours for 
dinner, which is the larg¬ 
est meal of the day. They 
see dinner as an opportu¬ 
nity to leisurely eat, enjoy 
the food and spend time 
with family and friends. 
A typical dinner consists 
of six courses. While this 
may sound like a lot of 
food, their portion sizes 
are 25 percent smaller 
than typical American 
sizes. They also have 
smaller snack and bever¬ 
age sizes. 

An important aspect of 
mindful eating is select¬ 
ing foods that your body 
needs for good health. 
For example, fill half your 
plate with a variety of 
colorful fruits and vegeta¬ 


Insurers must offer 'child-only 1 policies 


Kentucky Insurance Commissioner Sharon P. Clark 
again will require that all insurers selling in the 
Commonwealth's individual health insurance market 
offer an annual open enrollment period in January 
2013 for Kentuckians under age 19. 

The order does not apply if the child is eligible for 
coverage in the group market. 

Clark issued the order in 2010, after insurers noti¬ 
fied the Department of Insurance that they planned 
to cease writing child-only policies on Sept. 23 of that 
year - the date the federal Patient Protection and 
Affordable Care Act prohibited companies offering 
these policies from denying coverage because of an 
applicant’s pre-existing health condition. 

At that time, Clark said she was concerned that all 
Kentucky children who needed a “child-only” policy, 
even those who were healthy, would have to turn to 
Kentucky Access, the state's high-risk pool, placing 
extra demands on that program. 

This will be the final year for the mandatory open 
enrollment. As part of federal health reform, insur¬ 
ers will not be allowed to deny coverage, regardless of 
health status, beginning in January 2014. 

“As Insurance Commissioner, I knew it was impor¬ 
tant to issue the order to require the mandatory 
open enrollment period for child-only policies,” said 
Commissioner Clark. “We encourage Kentuckians who 
need this coverage to take advantage of this window 
of opportunity.”

Heating assistance 
available 

The deepening of cold winter weather combined with 
rising utility costs leaves many households unable to 
fully meet heating bills or purchase sufficient bulk 
fuel to keep their families safe and warm. Kentucky 
River Foothills Development Council (KRFDC) will 
begin the “Crisis” portion of the Low-Income Home 
Energy Assistance Program (LIHEAP) that assists 
households in a heating crisis on Monday, January 7. 

A household shall be considered to be in a home 
heating crisis situation when the household meets the 
basic LIHEAP eligibility criteria and (1) the house¬ 
hold is within four days of running out of fuel if bulk 
fuel (coal, fuel oil, propane, kerosene, or wood) is the 
heat source; (2) the household has received a discon¬ 
nect notice if natural gas or 
electric is the heat source; 
or (3) the household’s home 
heating costs are included 
as an undesignated portion 
of the rent, and the house¬ 
hold has received an evic¬ 
tion notice for non-payment 
from the landlord. 

Qualifying participants 
will receive an energy 
assistance voucher. Energy 
services include electric, 
gas, kerosene, fuel oil, pro¬ 
pane, coal, or wood. Eligible 
participants do not need 
to have an unpaid energy 
bill or be out of fuel to 
receive energy assistance 
in the subsidy portion of 
this program. The benefit 
amount that each house¬ 
hold receives will be based 
on its level of poverty and 
the type of fuel used for 
heating. All eligible house¬ 
holds will receive a benefit 
until LIHEAP funds are 
fully depleted. Benefits 
will be made payable to 
the household’s primary or 
secondary heating fuel ven¬ 
dor. 

Applications will be taken 
Monday through Friday 
from 8 a.m. - 3:30 p.m. at 
the KRFDC Outreach Office 
located at 176 12th Street 
in Clay City. The office 
will be closed from noon 
- 1 p.m. Applications will 
be taken through March 
31, 2013 or until funds 
are depleted, whichever 
comes first. 

Both homeowners and 
renters who are responsible 
for their heating bills and 
have low or fixed incomes 
are eligible. 

LIHEAP has established 
income guidelines to deter¬ 
mine eligibility. For the 
2012-2013 program year, 
the income guidelines are:

The basic eligibility 
criteria includes: 

• Completion of an appli¬ 
cation; 

• Is responsible for home 
energy costs, directly or as 
an undesignated portion of 
their rent; 

• Have a combined 
household income, for the 
calendar month prior to the 
month of application, not in 


excess of 130% of the federal poverty level as listed in 
the Income Eligibility Guidelines; 

• Live in Kentucky when the application is made 
and apply in the county of residence; and 

• Not have liquid resources in excess of $2,000, or 
$3,000 if at least one person in the household is 60 or 
older: and/or disabled except for households where a 
member has a catastrophic illness. 

The amount may be $4,000 when the resources are 
being accessed for medical and living expenses. In 
addition to the above eligibility requirements, crisis 
applicants must be within four days of running out of 
fuel if wood, coal, propane, fuel oil or kerosene is the 
heat source or a disconnect/past due notice has been 
received from the vendor (example: past due notice, 
termination notice, final notice). 

Applicants must bring the following information: 

• Most recent disconnect notice for electric or 


natural gas, an eviction notice if heating expenses are 
included in rent; 

• Metered utility bill (natural gas, electric, or 
water) as proof of address; 

• Social Security cards, or Permanent Residence 
card (Green Card) for each member of household; 

• Proof of all household income from previous 
month. 

Individuals who are unable to apply for themselves 
may send an authorized individual to apply for them. 
If this is the case, please contact the KRFDC office 
in advance. If you are sick or have the flu, please 
call the Outreach Office first to make other arrange¬ 
ments.

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Pirates drop three in a row

Have you ever driven 
down a slippery road, 
begin to skid and regain 
control only to start skid¬ 
ding again? It must feel 
the same way sometimes 
for the Powell County 
Pirates basketball team. 

The Pirates had the 
momentum of a three 
game winning streak 
going into the semifinal 
game of the Red River 
Classic. The Pirates 
defeated South Floyd 
soundly on the night 
before to setup a matchup 
against Lawrence County. 
Powell jumped out to an 
early lead and the game 
looked to be going the 
Pirates way. Lawrence 
turned up the defensive 
pressure and began to get 
steals and easy baskets. 
The Pirate lead evaporat¬ 
ed and Powell trailed 14 
- 11 at the end of the first 
quarter. The second quar¬ 
ter saw Powell struggle to 
put the ball in the hoop. 
The Pirates could only 
manage eight points in 
the quarter and went to 
halftime behind 34 - 19. 

The Pirates came out 
in the second half deter¬ 
mined to take the ball to 
the basket. Trey Marcum 
hit a three pointer to 
bring the Pirates to with¬ 
in nine points midway 
through the third quar¬ 
ter but Lawrence hit two 
threes in a row to build 
the lead back to 44 - 32 at 
the end of the third quar¬ 
ter. The Pirates began a 
furious comeback in the 
the fourth quarter cut¬ 
ting the deficit down to 
five points with two min¬ 
utes to play. Lawrence 
County made their free 
throw down the stretch 
to close out the game and 
defeat Powell, 67 - 61. 
The Pirates were led by 
Marcum with 22 points 
and Brett Goodwin with 


12 points. 

Powell then faced the 
Ryle Raiders for third 
place in the Red River 
Classic. Ryle who had 
been upset by Lee County 
by a point on the previous 
night came out ready for 
action. Ryle had an early 
lead but Powell got hot 
from the outside. Trey 
Marcum hit a three point 
basket to start the Pirate 
rally. Brett Goodwin and 
Marcum both hit two 
more three pointers for 
the Pirates in the quar¬ 
ter. Powell led 24-20 
after one quarter. Ryle 
began to put on the defen¬ 
sive pressure and Powell 
scored only four points in 
the last four minutes of 
the first half. Ryle led 37 
- 36 at halftime. 

The third quarter 
was the undoing for the 
Pirates. Powell could only 
manage two baskets by 
Goodwin and a free throw 
by Kyle Lacy in the third 
quarter. Ryle extend¬ 
ed their lead to 54 - 41 
with one quarter to play. 
Powell could not get any 
closer and fell to Ryle, 
72 - 56. Goodwin led the 
Pirates with 22 points 
and Marcum added 18 
points for Powell. 

Last Friday night, 
the Pirates traveled to 
Lee County to face the 
Bobcats in a critical dis¬ 
trict game for both teams. 
Lee defeated Powell 
earlier in the season in 
Stanton in double over¬ 
time and the Pirates 
looked to return the 
favor. Powell would play 
the game without Brett 
Goodwin who was ill and 
did not make the trip. 
The Pirates did not use 
that as an excuse. Powell 
played hard from the 
start. Lee hit three point¬ 
ers on the three straight 
trips down the floor to 
build a 12 - 8 lead after 
one quarter. 

The second quarter 
was a defensive battle 
with Powell taking the 


lead 14 - 13. Lee again 
hit three pointers and 
went to a 22 - 17 halftime 
advantage. Lee built their 
lead in the third quarter 
to as many as 14 points. 
Powell rallied to cut the 
lead down to 38 - 28 at 
the end of the quarter. 

Lee got the lead to 14 
points again with four 
minutes to go in the 
game. The Pirates then 
began a furious come¬ 
back. Trey Marcum hit 
two three point baskets 
and two free throws and 
Lee missed shots. Powell 
took the ball down the 
lane and scored on consec¬ 
utive baskets by Austin 
Mullins and John David 
Hubbard. Lee County got 
one of two free throws 
on the next two posses¬ 
sions. Caleb McCoy drove 
down the lane for a wide 
open layup with 30 sec¬ 
onds to play and the 
Pirates trailed by only 
five points. After a missed 
shot by Lee, Hubbard hit 
two free throws to cut the 
lead to just three points 
with 5.2 seconds to play. 
Lee got the ball inbounds 
and Powell fouled. Lee 
hit one free throw to put 
the game away, 56 - 52. 

Powell was led in scor¬ 
ing by Trey Marcum 
with 27 points. Austin 
Mullins added 8 points 
for the Pirates and John 
Hubbard chipped in 6 
points, Kyle Lacy scored 
5 points, Aaron Townsend 
scored 4 points and Caleb 
McCoy made 2 points for 
Powell. 

The Pirates record now 
stands at 5 - 10 on the 
season and 0 - 4 in district 
play. Powell plays two 
home games this week. 
The Pirates were sched¬ 
uled to play Buckhorn 
on Tuesday. Powell plays 
Menifee County on 
Thursday at the Powell 
County High School

Coming off of a respectable showing 
at the Bourbon County Lady Colonel 
Christmas Classic, the Powell County 
Lady Pirates wanted to make sure they 
started the New Year out right. 

Powell beat Nicholas County in the 
first round of the tournament, 70-57. 
The Lady Pirates had beaten the Lady 
Jackets 77-52 in Carlisle back on Dec. 
8, so they knew what to expect. They 
advanced to play the host team and dis¬ 
patched them as well, 73-95 as Keeley 
Rogers poured in 39 points.

Powell dominated in every category. 
The Lady Pirates out rebounded the 
inexperienced Morgan girls by a 31- 
12 margin. Powell also had 24 assists, 
while Morgan turned the ball over 22 
times. 

Powell was led by Destiny Peck with 
17 points. Rogers tossed in 16 and Nikki 
Wells poured in 15. Powell improved 
to 10-7 on the year. They are now set 
to host Leslie County in a rare Friday 
night game this week. 

After Friday's home game, the Lady 
Pirates will hit the road. Powell will 
travel to Perry Central on Monday. 
The Lady Pirates will then set sail for 
two district ports. Powell will play at 
Estill next Thursday and then trav¬ 
el to Owsley County on Jan. 21. The 
Lady Pirates will return home to play 
Johnson Central on Jan. 28.

Scanning each side 
of the box I suddenly 
stopped as I came across 
some additional instruc¬ 
tions. Right there across 
the bottom of the box in 
bold, capitalized letters it 
read DO NOT EAT. 

Well, I felt like a pure 
horse’s rear end. After 
days and days of relent¬ 
lessly preaching to my 
children about the impor¬ 
tance of reading all of the 
instructions I had failed 
to follow my own lesson. 

I sheepishly apolo¬ 
gized and was thankful 
when they did not point 
out the fact that I had 
not practiced what I had 
preached. 

This mishap got me to 
thinking about how much 


trouble we can get into 
because we fail to read 
all of the instructions. 

Our leaders right now, 
for example, have some¬ 
how forgotten how to 
interpret or comprehend 
the instructions laid 
down for this country 
by our founding fathers. 
The Constitution is much 
more than just an old doc¬ 
ument; it is the ground 
work, the true directions 
for keeping our country 
running smoothly. When 
you start trying to take 
away from it or diminish 
its importance you are 
playing with fire.

One encounter comes 
to mind. A group of 
friends who had not 
seen each other for a 
quite a while met and 
were engaged in some 
light-hearted conver¬ 
sation. Nothing said 
appeared to be of great 
significance; it was just 


a pleasant reunion of 
old friends. Then, one 
member of the group, 
staring intently toward 
the shoulder of another 
member, raised his hand 
and carefully picked a 
tiny bit of lint from the 
lapel of his friend’s coat. 

The friend was not 
annoyed, but he did 
respond: “Don’t bother; 
it’s nothing. Nobody 
will notice it.” Then, the 
other replied somewhat 
seriously, “Oh, yes; I 
noticed it, didn’t I? It 


was noticeable enough 
for old eagle-eye to see.” 

While they may seem 
insignificant an unim¬ 
portant under most cir¬ 
cumstances, little things, 
done or said, can mean a 
lot under other circum¬ 
stances. They can have 
a big impact. 

About 55 A.D., a group 
of people, insignificant 
in number and influ¬ 
ence, lived in the majes¬ 
tic center of the Roman 
Empire. Their conduct, 
life-style, and the moral 


values they possessed 
were in sharp contrast 
with the conduct, life¬ 
style, and moral values 
of their Roman friends 
and neighbors. As a 
result, everything they 
did or said—significant 
or insignificant—was 
severely scrutinized and 
criticised. How does one 
live, work, and raise a 
family in that kind of 
environment? 

In the early part of 
that year, good advise 
came in a letter from 


a trusted friend who 
looked forward to the 
opportunity to visit and 
encourage them. In that 
letter, that friend sug¬ 
gested: “Be careful to do 
what is right in the eyes 
of everyone.” 

That simple principle 
for living amid the scru¬ 
tiny and criticism of 
daily life was valid in 
the first century, and it 
is equally valid for any¬ 
one living in the twenty- 
first century.

WHEREAS, the City of Stanton is required to establish tax rates for ad valorem 
property tax rates for taxable property within the City limits of Stanton; 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED AS FOLLOWS: 

The City of Stanton hereby sets the following rates for 2012 Ad Valorem Taxes for 
General municipal purposes on all taxable property within the taxing jurisdiction of 
the city of Stanton: 

On real property, including real property of public services companies: with tax rate 
of .085, (8.5 cents) per hundred dollars of assessed value and on personal property of 
public service companies tax rate of tax rate of .085 (8.5 cents) per hundred dollars 
of assessed value, except on motor vehicles. 

The 2012 taxes shall be due and payable to the City of Stanton, Kentucky on or 
before January 28, 2013. Tax bills not paid on time shall be assessed penalty and 
interest per City Ordinance 07-513 on the total unpaid balance until paid. Revenue 
derived from penalty and interest payments for delinquent tax bills shall be paid in 
the General Revenue Fund of the city of Stanton, KY.
